supplies, but also, as pointed out by 
the president, its composition insures

ations into effect. 


'For the guidance of all- govern- 


mental agencies jn the production, 
supply and distribution of raw mat- 
erials, finished products, electrical 
energy, fuel, and transportation by 
rail, water, pipe lines and otherwise, 
the priorities board hgs adopted 
the following general classification' 
of purposes demanding preference 
treatment: 


Heading the list affecting wnr in- 


dustries is the'all important produc- 
tion of ships, including-the submar- 
ine chasers and destroyers and ship- 
ments 
of raw materials for their 


completion will be given the right of 
way in every case. Material for air- 
craft building comes as n close sec- 
ond to the shipping program, after 
which 'munitions for military and 
naval operations are considered. 


In fuel shipments the board has 


deerefed' that domestic consumption 
and .manufacturing necessities wil! 
be considered. 
Foodstuffs for hu- 


man consumption and plants handl- 
ing same will be given preference to 
fuel for feeding stuffs for domestic 
fowls and animals and the plants 
handling, their foods.

Food Adminitsrator Is Instructed 


About Combination -Feed Sales

\With a view to permitting certain 
by-products of mill feed 
to seek 


their natural price level, the United 
States food administration, 
in a. 


telegram received today by Dr. Har- 
ry E. Barnard, federal food, admin-: 
istrafor, direqted that "Rule 23, which 
forbids cornbination sales of food 
stuffs be enforced in regard to,all 
sales of wheat feed in combination 
with other feed stuffs, whether by 
manufacturers 
to" wholesalers 
or 


jobbers or by the latter to retailers 
or' by retailers to consumers. 
This 


rule, it is added, is not to be 'nter- 
preted to pre\cnt S dealer or con- 
bumer from purchasing an assorted 
car of feed. 
Notice to this effect
